lie it enacted by the Senate an i 
House of Representatives of the 
L'liited Stales of America in Con 
;;ress assembled. That any persoi i 
who served ninety daysor .n 
in the niilitarv or naval service of 
the I'nited Slates iliirintr the late 
civil war or sixty days in the war 
with Mexico, and who has been 
honorably discharjjed therefrom, 
and who has reached the age of 
sixty two years or over, shall, 
upon making' proof of such facts 
according to such rules and regu- 
lations as the Secretary of the In- 
terior may provide, he placed up- 
on the pension roll, and be entitled 
to receive n pension as follows: 
In case such person has reached 
the ajfc of sixty-two years, twelve 
dollars jier month: seventy years,
